Th is wh ole sch eme, of course,

fund. Th is now leaves out farm­ 
ers, maids, persons working for 
lh em.seh es and many oth er clas­ 
ses of workers. Part of th e over­ 
all plan, h owever, is to bring some 
of th ese groups under social se­ 
curity. Any person not under th e 
plan could still go to any doctor, 
wh eth er th e doctor was in on th e 
plan or not, and pay in th e usual 
way. 
Th ere are plenty' of problems 
and objections. With so many per­ 
sons getting all th e medical at­

Th e American Medical Associa­ 
tion violently opposes th e plan. 
It claims th at th e proposal would 
give th e people inferior, bureau­ 
cratic medicine. Ewing, h owever, 
claims th at th e AMA does not 
speak for all th e doctors, espe­ 
cially th e younger ones. He be­ 
lieves th at most of th e younger 
doctors are for th e idea. 
Th e idea of h ealth insurance 
first got national attention in 1932 
wh en a special commission ap­ 
pointed by President Hoover re­ 
ported th e need for voluntary h os­ 
pitalization insurance plans. Af­ 
ter th at many of th em came into 
being. 
Th e administration’s plan 
actually is an outgrowth of th at 
idea. A national h ealth bill with 
th e president’s same goals was 
jointly 
introduced 
in

Congress by Sen. Murray, Sen. 
Wagner of N. Y. and Rep. Dingell 
of Mich igan. 
Ewing is now drafting a bill 
wh ich would state th e plan in 
simpler terms.

Not only from Dallas, b ut from 
all ov er Texas and a few neigh- 
b ormg states parents hav e come 
l^notted, twisted and 
stumb ling children. 
Some b rain 
injury—b efore or 
after b ir th- 
made them that way. 
Vo lunteer Serv ices 
The 
doctors 
in 
Dallas, with 
years of study and treatm ent of 
cereb ral palsy, hav e v olunteered 
their medical counsel and serv ices 
free ^ f charge, to help pull these 
children out of the shadows. 
“That is the significance of this 
center—ev erythinig is ab solutely 
free,” said its director, Mrs. Ju li­ 
ette Gratker 
“At no other place 
like this in the country is there 
no cost whatsoev er.’’ 
A little more than 300 children 
come in on appointed days each 
week for rhythmic exercises, for 
superv ised group play—so they’ll 
learn to get along with other chil­ 
dren), for adjustm ents on theiiv 
b races, 
for 
expert 
guidance in 
learning to do things that normal 
children do naturally, 
“No other place has a larger 
daily 
program,’’ 
Mrs. 
Gratke 
claims. 
The parents come, too. 
They 
hav e to continue the same treat­ 
ment at home. 
Children Are Helped 
“You get mighty tired of singing 
the ■ same old rhymes,” said one 
mother as she paused in her low 
changing to rest her small son’s 
legs, “b ut it’s sure helping my b oy 
to learn to walk.” 
“And see,” said the Mexican fa­ 
ther, “last month 
my 
Juanita 
could not stand alone. 
Now I 
giv e her the exercises and get her 
this red wagon and she hangs on 
to it and scramb les all ov er the 
place.” 
Roughly there are ab out 300,000 
cereb ral 
palsied 
children 
and 
adults in the United States. Sev en 
o f ev ery 100,000 b ab ies b orn are 
crippled b y cereb ral palsy. One 
of the sev en will die b efore he is 
fiv e years old. 
Because 
thety 
cannot 
speak 
plainly and often can make only 
gra tin g sounds, cereb ral palsied 
children more often than not are 
thought to b e of inferior men­ 
tality, ev en half-witted.
